Romulus High School's lacy Eagles 
track team, which won its first ever Divi- 
sion 1 State Championship on May 30, was 
presented with a proclamation of recogni- 
tion at the Romulus City Council meeting 
held on June 8. 

The team, led by senior Christienne 
Linton, pulled into first place in dramatic 
fashion in the last event of the meet, the 
1,600-meter relay. With a time of 3:52.53, 
the foursome of Linton, Kanaya Williams, 
Britnee Bishop, and Malita Rutherford (all 
of whom earned All-State honors) finished 
nearly two seconds faster than second-place 
Rockford. 

The win put the Lady Eagles point 
total at 38 — one ahead of Rockford and 


two ahead of Nee Arbor Pioneer. 

Other teams competing at the state 
finals, held in Grand Rapids, included 
Rochester (33 points) and Waterford Mott 
(31 points). 

Altogether, Romulus qualified in six 
individual events and two relays.

Police that morning, and officers arrested 
Hagen later in the day in Inkster. 

According to a statement issued by the 
TPD on Tuesday, their investigation has 
shown that the defendants and victim did 
not know each other. 

“This appears to have been a random 
act [conducted] while the victim was walk- 
ing through the neighborhood and asking 
for directions,” said Detective Sergeant 
Mary Sclabassi. 

Stanfeld was still in critical condition 
at a nearby hospital as of Tuesday afternoon. 

Adkins and Hagen were remanded to 
the Wayne County Jail without bond. They 
will appear in 23rd District Court for a pre- 
liminary examination on June 15.

During the past 60 years, the family’s 
history has been deeply entwined with the 
Romulus community. 

Back in the mid-1940s, William Stears 
Sr. met Joyce Block at the Mayflower Roller- 
rink (on Middlebelt near Eureka), where 
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(From left) Fred Block, Roger Staten Jr., and Roger Staten were all smiles during 
the celebration. Customers old and new gathered to share stories while enjoying 
hot dogs served with all the trimmings from a Dearborn Sausage cart. 


Bill was a partner and floorman at the time. 
On July 24, 1948, the two were married at 
St. Paul United Church of Christ in Taylor; 
their reception was held at the rink. 

In 1949, Bill and Joyce became part- 
ners with Joyce's brother, Earl Block, in Cox 
General Store. Earl ran the grocery portion 
and Bill ran the hardware section until 1959, 
when they decided to start separate estab- 
lishments. Earl built his store on Eureka 
Road, while Bill and Joyce built their hard- 
ware on Middlebelt. They moved into their 
new building in the fall of 1960, which was 
also the year that Stears Hardware became 
a substation for the Romulus post office. 

In the meantime, business wasn’t the 
only thing that was growing; so was the 


Stears family. Oldest daughter Kathé’s birth 


‘in 1949 was followed by the arrival of first 


Sally, then Peggy, and finally, in the fall of 
1960, Bill Jr. The Stears children grew up in 
the business and — except for Sally Waugh, 
who moved to Colorado in 1976 and now 
lives in St. Croix, U.S. Virgin Islands — they 
continue to carry on the tradition today. 
Peggy and her husband, Roger Staten, have 
two sons who grew up in the hardware: 
Roger Jr., who now works for the City of 
Romulus Department of Public Works, and 
Ricky, who’s employed at Dearborn Sau- 
sage. And now the pitter-patter of little feet 
can be heard again as the couple's grand- 
children — Tyler, Anthony, and Angel — 
often at the store, as well. It truly has been 
a family affair! 

When asked how they have stayed in 
business together for so many years, co- 
owner Bill Jr. replied, “We work as a team 
as well as a family, and we treat our cus- 
tomers as if they are part of our family, too.” 

As most things do over the course of 
60 years, Stears Hardware has seen a number 
of changes. Bill Sr., who retired from busi- 
ness in the late 1970s, passed away in Octo- 
ber 1987. Joyce, who retired in the early 
1980s, passed away in November 2006. 

The business itself has changed with 


the times, too.

“At one time, we used to sell a lot of 
toys, said Kathé. “Now, our gift-ware sec- 
tion has a wide variety of antiques and col- 
lectibles. My ‘secondary market has drawn 
many regular customers looking for that 
special treasure! 

“Other past endeavors have included 
snowmobiles, chain-saw clinics, and sport- 
ing goods,” she continued. “But, the good 
old hardware section hasn't changed that 
much. It still stocks a wide variety of nuts 
and bolts, plumbing supplies, tools, chain, 
electrical equipment, paint, housewares, 
etc. Most people are amazed at the variety 
of things we carry.” 

“We try to be the old-fashioned, help- 
ful hardware store on the corner,” added 
Bill Jr., who also cuts glass and pipe, re- 
pairs screens and windows, and performs 
other services for his customers. “We even 
have a table tucked away in a corner, just 
sO Our Customers can socialize.”
